Great Britain-has set-the seal on her good 
faith with regard to Indian independence by 
proclaiming a specific transfer of power with 
in this year on the basis of Dominion status, 
with the option of absolute withdrawal next 
year from the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions should the people of India so desire 
History records no equal gesture of like kind 
to subordinate subjects. It is a historic de 
cision, and one supported in principle by the 
Opposition as well as the Government of the 
United Kingdom. 


The predominant factor in the plan for 
separate Hindu and Moslem states, which 
now seems inevitable and has been accepted 
by the responsible Indian leaders of the par- 
ties concerned, has been the creation of means 
to avoid bloodshed when the final British 
withdrawal takes place not later than June, 
1948. Prime Minister Atlee has promised 
that all steps will be taken to ensure a peace 
ful transference of sovereignty to Indian 
hands.
